What the Figures Indicate. 

These figures show, first, that there 
was a greater drain of our population 
to Massachusetts during the period 
1895-1900 than duri the first half 
of the decade 1890-i Second, that 
a larger proportion of t going 
away from Canada in 1895-1900 were 
French-Canadians. In the first half 
(1890-95) just about 37 per cent. were 
French-Cauadians, and in the second 
(1895-1900) there were 59 rer cent’ 
of French-Canadians, at the same time 
the number going increased from 7,226 
yearsy to 9,888 yearly. Third, that 
while it is true of the state of Massa- 
chusetts that there has been an in- 
creased number of Caradians, both 
English and French, going there dur- 
ing the last five years of the decade 
1890-1900 as compared with the first 
five years of the decade, yet, taking 
the whole movement from Canada to 
the United States in ail its parts and 
all along the line, tbere has been a

“The Foreign Office, Jan. 29. 
“Sir.—You were good enough to iay 
before me, Jan. 25, a communication 
from the Netherlands government in 
which it was proposed. that, with the 
object of bringing the war to an end 
Hiia Mayjesty’s .governmant might 
grant a safe conduct to the Boer dele- 
gates now in. Helland, for the purpose 
of enabling them to confer with the 
Boer leaders in South Africa. It is 
suggested that after a conference, the 
delegates might return to Kurope with 
power to conclude a treaty of peace 


with this country, and the Nether- 
lands government intimate that, in 
this event, they might, at a later 


stage, be instrumental in placing the 
Boer plenipotentiaries in relation with 
plenipotentiaries who might be ap- 
pointed ‘by His Majesty’s government. 
The Netherlands government intimate 
that if this project commends itself 
to His Majesty’s government they will 
enquire of the delegates whether they 
are prepared to make the suggested 
visit to South Africa. It may, there- 
fore, be inferred that the communi- 
cation I received was made on the re- 
sponsibility of the Netherlands gpov- 
ernment alone, and without authority 
from the Boer delegates or leaders. 
His Majesty’s government have given 
it their best consideration, and whilst 
entiyely appreciative of the motives of 
humanity which led the Netherlands 
government to make this proposal, 
they feel they must adhere to the pos- 
ition adopted and publicly announced 
by them some months after the com- 
mencement of hostilities by the Boers 
that it is not their intention to ac- 
cept the intervention of any foreign 
power in the South African war. 

“Should the Boer delegates them- 
selves desire to lay a request for a 
safe conduct before His Majesty's 
government there is no reason why 
they should not do so. But His Ma- 
jesty’s government, obviously, sre not 
in a position to express an opinion on 
any such application until they have 
received it and are aware of the pre- 
cise nature and grouuds whereon the 
request is made. 

“IT may, therefore, point out that 
it is not at present clear to His Ma- 
jesty’s government that the delegates 
retain any influence over the repre- 
sentatives of the Boers in South Af- 
rica, or have any voice in their coun- 
cils. They are stated by ihe Nether- 
lands government to have no such 
letters of credence or instruction of 


a later date than March, 1900. His 
Majesty’s government, on the other 
hand, understood that all the 
powers of government,  includ- 
ing those of negotiation, were 
now completely vested in Mr. 
Steyn for the Boers of the CQrange 


River Colony, aod Mr. Schalkburger 
for those of tbe Transvaal. If this is 
so, it is evident that the quickest and 
most satisfactory means of arranging 
a settlement would be by direct com- 
r.unication between the leaders of the 
Boer forces in South Africa and ths 
commander-in-chief of His Majesty's 
forces, whe has already been instruct- 
ed to forward immediately any offers 
he may receive for the consideration 
of His Majesty’s government. 

“In these circumstances, His Ma- 
jesty’s government have decided that 
if the Boer leaders shculd desire to 
enter into negotiations for the pur- 
pose of ‘bringing the war to an end, 
these negotiations must take place, 
not in Europe but in South Africa. 

“It should, moreover, be borne in 
mind that if the Boer leaders ars to 
occupy time in visiting in South Af- 
rica, consulting with Boer leaders in 
the field, and in returning to Europe 
for the purpose of making known the 
results of their errand, a reriod of at 
least three months would elapse, dur- 
ing which hostilities would be pro- 
longed and much human suffering, 
perhaps, needlessly occasioned.

C. P. R. CONSTRUCTION. 

Winnireg Telegram; Everything at 
present points toward a decided ac- 
tivity in the construction department 
of the Canadian Northern railway 
during the coming spring. From ail 
points in the province come requests 
for the systern to be extended. These 
requests are being considered and the 
spring should see plans completed for 
the construction of some of these lines. 
The many new settlers from the Unit- 
ed/ States and eastern Canada who 
have taken up land and secured 
locations in the Melfort and Carrot 
tiver and adjoining districts along the 
proposed line of the Canadian North- 

ern railway will be interested to 
know that the most active and vig- 
orous preparations are now being 
made by the company, with a view 
to having all arrangements complete 
and ir, readiness for the extension dur- 
ing the early summer of 1992 of the 
C. N. R. into that territory. Tie 
camps have been established at sever- 
al points, and ties in large numbers 
are being made. 

Stores and supplies of all kinds are 
being rushed forward andevery effort 
being put forth to enable the contract- 
ors to make a record in railway con- 
struction immediately on the bpening 
of spring. Good progress has been made 
with grading operations in the form of 
station work all winter. From Erwood 
to Greenwood: river, some twenty-two 
miles was graded durin 1901 and the 
bridge work on that section is tow 
nearing completion, so that steel 
may _ ibe laid to the end of the 
grade on the first approach of warm 
weather. There is now a first class 
sleigh road from Erwped westerly; 
used extensively by new settlers go- 
ing out to Melfort and Carrot river to 
pccupy their lands, and also (by 
freighters between the two points. 
Stores and stog ping places at distances 
of twenty miles and less apart, where 
travellers may purchase meats, fodder 
and supplies at reasonable prices, are 
operated by the company, The distance 
from, Erwood to Melfort iby this road 
is 96 miles, over a level road, sheltered 
by timber all the way and from Win- 
nipeg to Melfort via the C. N. R., 466 
miles. In comparison to the route via 
Regina and Prince Alpert, viz., 600 
miles by rail and a drive of eighty 
miles from Prince Albert to Melfort. 
Traffic ‘by this route will likely con- 
tinue until about March 25, after 
which it will be unavailable until con- 
struction is completed.

(Continued from last. issue.) 

Ray Bullock, a boy, sworn; Brother 
of prisoner.

The witness here described the rela- 
tive position, of kouse und-barn, to 
the fence and where the body was 
found. 

Ploughing was goiog on at the farm 
when my orother came. Two teams 
were) ploughings My father and 
brother Fred were driving. Brother 
Bud was in the house nearly ali the 
time. [ was in the house most of the 
time. When my orother Pud was out 
in the field did not go with him. Can- 
not remember if I was in the house 
all the time my brother was in. Had 
two dogs at our place. The night my 
brother Bud came home did not hear 
any noise. 

Cross examined by H. H. Robertson; 


From where they were yplough- 
ing, the bluff where the body 
was found, could ‘be seen. 
From where they were plough- 


ing the barn door could also be seen. 
They were ploughing on _ different 
lands. Sometimes when father was 
going north Fred would ‘be coming 
fouth.- From jthe east windpw cain 
distinctly see the place where the body 
was found. Fousd un axe, with ini- 
tials burnt in the handle, about 45 
yards from where the cap «vas found, 
and about 30 yards froni where the 
body was found. Cannot remember if 
it was before or after the inquest. The 
head of the axe was cracked. I wore 
the cap while I was milking tows. 
While milking would put my hand on 
the cap and sometimes touck , the 
peak. Am in the habit of wetting my 
hands when milking. Did not clean 
the cap ‘before I wore it. It was not 
covered with mud or dirt. From the 
house, to where the body was found, 
the ground rises. There is an open 
space “etween the bluff where the 
the 
south. I kind of think it was after 
the inquest when I found the axe. 
Fred J. Bullock, sworn; Am brother 
of the accused. Was living last 
spring at Asker. Remember making 
a discovery of the body of a man on 
a Sunday in June. On the land of 
Mr. Phillip’s about 75 to 100 yards 
to the north line of the fence. There 
is a trail on the north side of ‘the 
fence about 20 or 25 steps from it./fhe 
trail would be about-half way between 
the ‘body and the fence. Between trail 
and fence the ground is open. There 
were trees about 2 yards from. the 


body. When the trees are bare of 
leaves can see the grave from the 
tpail. Dhscovered the grave while 


looking for turkey wests. The ground 
in the bluff is a smal] basin. From 
the ‘buildings, to where the body was 
found. the ground rises and then falls 
beyoud. On finding the body report- 
ed the fact to my father. Found a 
bundle of papers. Guess that is the 
one. Found them along the trail be- 
side the clump of bushes. Turned 
them owverl to an otiicer. Fund a 
name on the paper. Thought it was 
Stomer. Remember my brother Bud 
visiting my place last spring. Do not 
remember the date of the visit. Think 
it was in the last of April, ona Fri- 
day. He came ai night. Did not ex- 
pect him. Came after all had gone to 


‘bed. We usually go to bed from 8 to 
10 o'clock. He cane alone. Father 
and mother, myself and wife with 


'paby slept downjstairs, the children 
slept upstairs. Did not hear the dogs 
make any noise. It was not a very 
dark night. Expect we went to bed 
about dark. My wife awakened me. 
Heard the dog. I got up and went 
outside. Went round the east corner 
of the house and called the dogs.

In a direct line from the house to 
the coppice, where the body was found, 
there is no bush. he centre of the 
bluff is a trifle iower than the out- 
side. The body was in the centre of 
the bluff. When I (Grst saw my 
brother the night he arrived he was 
outside the fence and west of the 
house. When | spoke to him he climb- 
ed the fence. He was coming east- 
ward from the wert; In 
my evidence before the corouer I 
made a statement as regards the 
man and team seen driving about off 
the trail. When my brother first 
came in the house he said he was hun- 
ery, I told my mother to get ula 
and see who was there. He had some 
supper and slept upstairs. Went up 
by a ladder. Think Ray slept with 
him. The house is about 14x20. Have 
only the one room downstairs. I 
sleep in the northwest corner. At 
night the ‘beds are curtained off from 
the rest of the room. Father has the 
southwest corner. The ladder stands 
outside the door when not in use. I 
generally get up first. Tthe upstairs 
is floored with shiplap. Charles Tate 
had a farm a couple of miles south 
and east from 6éur place. The Sunday 
we went shooting was the first time 
Tate visited us after we moved on 
the place. My father was there when 
Tate and I came back. Tate proposed 
the shooting trip. I got up first the 
morning aiter Bud arrived, he came 
down aiter. He always had meals in 
the hovse with us. Saw him off and 
on al! day. Went floughing after 
breakfast. Left Bud, at the house. 
Think he came out to me both morn- 
ing and afternoon. He walked around 
with me two or three rounds. When 
he left me think he went to the'‘house. 
When I went in to dinner Bud was 
iz the house. Had dinner and start- 
ed-out to the field leaving -Bud in 
the house. Think he came out morn- 
ing and afternoon both. Went in to 
supper about 6 o'clock. | Bud was 
there when I went in. After supper 
sat around the house and talked to 
Bud. Was with him until he went to 
bed. Saw him go to bed. Generally 
get up first at a little after 5o0’clock. 
Think I saw him come down. He had 
breakfast with us. Ha might have 
gone cut before breakiast. Would 
not have had time to be away long. 
After breakfast hitched up the team. 
Bud was there when I drove uy. Drove 
to Ramsay’s stere and returned about 
dinner, time. I unhitched the team 
and left Bud at the house. Until we 
went out hunting Bud was there all 
the time. Bud returned to the house 
with me. Had _ supper together. 
Think he was in my presence until bed 
time. Tate was there all the after- 
noon, but cannot say if he had sup- 
per there. I got up first next morn- 
ing. Bud came down after. This 
was Monday morning. Pud had made 
up his mind to leave. We talked 
about his leaving the night before. 
Bud left with my father before 7 
“Aclork. (lypPaw lives 9 jor 10 miles 
from my place. Saw my father and 
‘brother building a fence last spring. 
Saw them driving the posts, they were 
driven about 2 feet. The fence was 
built before we began ploughing. 
Found the papers on the north side 
of the grave. It was pretty wet last 
spting. After Bud's visit there was 
considerable rajin. The papers were 
folded exactly as they are now. My 
brothers Harry and Plancherd went 
to British Columbia. Before they left 
they had been working at home. Harry 
had not worked out. Planchard had 
not worked out.

That portion across the cheek bones, 
and the teeth were well preserved. The 
contour of the forehead was in fair 
Preservation. Do rot remember if 
there was any hair onthe head. Saw 
some hair gathered up. Front teeth 
were large and heavier than usual, the 
line across the froat was very square. 
Between the incisors and the eye teeth 
there was quite a gap, the eye teeth 
were heavier than usual. The appear- 
ance of the teeth was marked and un- 
usual. Think it would not be unrea- 
sonable for anyone knowing the sub- 
ject in life to identify it by these. :All 
the teeth in view were sound. There 
was no sign of dental work. Saw the 
body measured with a two foot rule. 
The feet had boots on. The feet of 
a dead man might be extended. Re- 
member when the measure was taken 
it was made to or from where thefall 
of the beei would be if the foot was ola 
the ground. The height was 5 feet 
7 inches. _No cause after death, would 
in my Opinion, make any appreciable 
difference in the length of the body. 
Would say the measurement was t k- 
en wrorgly if the length was mado 5 
feet 101-2 inches. There is no dou t 
about that. The autopsy was confi A 
ed solely to tie head. To get at the 
body the end of the coffin was knocked | 
out and the side swung out. Pound 
a wound just back of the lobe.

The membrane of 
the brain was intact. A bullet was 
extracted. We searched for a second 
bullet.

The hole was about 3-4 of an inch k Ing 
and 5-8 of ax inch wide, it looked as 
if it had been two holes and the inter- 
mediate portion gone. Should judge 
that the two holes would have been 
an eighth of an inch agart. There 
was a place, between the top of the 
nose and the eye, quite gone. I put 
this down to decomybsition. This I 
think was the eye which was wanting. 
The body was buried. Since the pre- 
liminary the hody was again exhumed. 
The skull and several joints of the 
neck were removed.

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FALL WHEAT IN ALBERT. 

Farmer’s Advocate; ‘Thinking some 
of the readers of the “Farmer’s Advo- 
cate,” would like to hear of the suc- 
cess of fall wheat growing in South- 
ern Alberta, and as it has-been men- 
tioned several times in the “Advo- 
cate,” I contribrte the following, that 
the great success of the fall wheat 
crop may be better known and uader- 
stood; ; 

Having lived some thirty years in 
one of the besi: fall wheat countries 
in Ontario, ard fall wheat ‘being one 
of our main crops, I have had a gioud 
Geal of experience in growing and 
cultivating this imporiant cereal. 
came to the Pincher -Creek district 
with the expressed intention of seeing 
for. myself what success fall wheat 
growers were meeting with, and after 
having seen the crops of 1900 and 1901 
threshed, I am pleased to state I never 
saw such splendid crops, yielding trom 
49 to 60 bushels of fine plump grain 
per acre, and under what we in On- 
tario would call very poor cultivation. 
One piece, containing six acres, 
watched with rarticular interest, as 
it was situated in one of the mpst @x- 
rosed places in the district, with no 
sheiter except a barb wire fence. 

The land. was brokeu in June, 1900, 
and wheat sown on 20th of Juiy af 
same year, and ws very poorly culti- 
cated, but it yielded 47 bushels of fine 
wheat per acre. : 

Had this piece of land been broken 
the year before and backset, the yield 
would have been much heavier. 

At the present time of writing, 
January 16th, many fine pieces of 
wheat can be seen as fresh and green 
as the same croc would be in Ontario 
in November, although it has not had 
a particle of snow to protect it; the 
climate and soil being admirably 
adapted to its frowth, the soil never 
heaving nor the wheat iceing over, 
which are the main causes of failure 
in Optario. I might add that fall 
wheat has been grown for eight or 
nine years in succession ‘by one party 
without a single failure, and at no 
distant day the Piincher Creek dis- 
trict will be as noted for its millions 
of bushels of fall wheat as it has been 
in the past for its large production 
of prime beef cattle.
